4. At long last the resident scholar of Communist affairs at 
Fort Holabird, Marx J. Block, has had some glimmerings that some 
changes ought to be introduced in the content of the Foreign Officers 
Course. As you perhaps recall, ve have long felt that these students, 
most of uhom are senior officers, are short-changed in the quality 
and orientation of the instruction vhieh they receive about Communism 
When I vas up there last veek Block admitted that he nov had some 
misgivings about the general direction and level of the presentations 
and has asked us to provide suggestions as to vhat ve feel should be 
Included for a group of this kind. I might add that sometimes one 
gets the impression that it really doesn't matter at all. In the 
current class there are tventy officers from Korea, Vietnam, Thailand. 
Philippines, and Taiwan - several of vhom do not speak or understand 
a vord of English l

6 , It's somevhat ironic to note that Thomas P. Thornton, co- 
author vith Cy Black of Communism and Revolution , vhieh ve feel is 
an excellent study, is stationed vith the Department of State here 
in Washington, but, to my knovledge, has never been used in one of 
FSI’s courses. I have been urging Keppel, Paul Frantz, and others, 
that a resource of this kind ought to be utilized to relieve vhat 
appears to be an undue and groving reliance on CIA.
